Sally, &c. andin nil his Doyninions y from this day 
in which it ii madf. Dated the fecond <?/ April, i ^66, 

Hat from this day, and for ever, there 
fhall be a firm and true Peace , and 
no fatisfadtion fliall be demanded by 
either party , for any former injury, 
which hath been done to either 
party before this day, 
n. It is agreed by both parties, that tliey of Tan- 
gier fliali have all that Field that doth begin from 
the ^ews River , running as the Line is marked out, 
unto the River Ticeros of Old Tangier ; in which Line 
they m;;iy Sowe what they pleafe , but may not 
Plant Trees nor Viiies, nor make any Fortificati- 
ons nor Trenches , nor any thing like unto it great 
or fmall, 

1 1 1. That in cafe they of Tangier fhall want Wood, 
and his Excellency the General giving advice there- 
of unto hi? Excellency Cidi Under GayUndi he fhaU

be obliged to provide Guards , whi 1ft they iire cutting 
and cartying the faid'Wood into T^iii^^^^s' and his 
Excellency the General D{Tamer\ ihall be obliged to 
pay .the faid Guards for their alUftance. v 

. I V. That all Boats and VefTels oi both parties may 
enter," and eo forth, Trade , and Commerce, in the 
Porks of either parties^ and go in and out.as.they^pkafc 
without any Pafs, 

V. That at whatfoever time his Excellency the Ge- 
neral of Tangier (lull have occiifion for any kinde of 
Refrcflinient, Cows, Sheep, Hens,, &c. advifing 
iiis Excellency. CiM IlA49fG*yl'And\^ or whomfoever 
iliall govern in his place , he (hall provide the fame, 
his Excellency the General of Trngier paying the 
accuftomed Rates and Prizes of the fame, together 
with the charge of condu»iting them to Tmgier, 

Vil» That ifterdxe day ot the date of this Agrees 
ment there fliall hi no new Fortifications built ^witliout 
the Lines underftanding thereby that this jfhall hot 
obftruyl the repajriivg of .fuch Fortifications as are al- 
ready, built , nor,tlie finiflling fuch as are begun j nor. 
maintaining and keeping the Lineas now it is. '•
